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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


1990 was a somewhat frustrating year for the Planning Board in Surry. A 
full complement of members has worked extra hours and scheduled extra 
meetings in an attempt to deal with citizen applications and at the same 
time show significant progress with required planning for the Town of Surry. 


However, due to the level and complexity of some of the citizen 
applications, and apparent inadequacies of some Town ordinances and 
regulations, the Board has not been able to accomplish significant progress 
in Town planning. The Board spent the majority of the year on the creation 
of Regulations Governing Earth Excavation, which were adopted following 
a public hearing on January 21, 1991. 


In 1983, Surry adopted its first Master Plan. The Master Plan was updated 
with an addendum in 1988. However, most existing ordinances and 
regulations are outdated and grossly inadequate. In addition, there is a need 
to create several new ordinances and regulations for proper protection and 
development of the Town. It is essential that the Planning Board and the 
Town work dilligently and swiftly to bring the Town’s planning up-to-date as 
soon as possible. This can only be accomplished though the efforts and 
ability of devoted Planning Board members, together with the 
understanding of the citizens of Surry.

We have been busy training on the EMT side as well with 4 members 
recertified after a 30 hour refresher course and an additional 48 hours on 
related material. Some members also attended a hazardous materials 
course held at Dartmouth College and also courses in incident command.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$6,000 for the purpose of paving the parking and entrance areas 
adjacent to the south side of the Town Hall or to take any action 
in relations thereto. Voted by show of hands: 39 yes, 34 no. 
Voted in the affirmative. 


To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve fund 
for the purpose of reconstructing a culvert on the Surry Dam 
Road at the outlet of the Mill Pond, or take any action in 
relation thereto. 


$5,000.00 was proposed for a reserve. Voted in the affirmative. 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$35,000.00 for the purpose of making improvements to two 


portions of the Pond Road, or to take any action in relation 
thereto. Voted in the affirmative. 
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Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget for the 
calendar year 1990 and to raise and appropriate the money to be 
expended according to the budget. Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 10: To transact any other business that may legally come before this 
meeting. 


1. Linda Bergevin made a motion to have the East Surry Road 
name changed to the Surry Dam Road (at Rte. 12A to 
intersection of East Surry Road). Voted in the affirmative.

Also the Postmaster was present 
and has agreed to try to get Surry its own zip code. Voted in 
the affirmative.

11 and 12. Maureen also would like to get at least 3 bids on 
having the ceiling in the Town Hall painted.
